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Miners and Operators Fail To 


Heed President's Appeal 


"Washington, Oct. L'3—After discussing the impend- 


ing strike of bituminous coal miners for more than two 
hours today. President Wilsin's cabinet adjourned at 
] :20 p. m. to meet again at 4:30 p. m. 


It was stated that there was no announcement to 


make for the present. 


Postmaster-Gen. BurlcMm said Government opera- 


tion of the coal mines had not been discussed by the 
cabinet. lie said the purpose of the discussion was to 
find some1 basis of settlement between capital and labor. 
Xone of the other cabinet officials would discuss what 
transpired at the meeting. 


Director-General Hines of the railroad administra- 


tion was asked to meet with the cabinet to present the 
situation from the standpoint of the railroads. 


Secretary Lansing was confined to his home with 


a cold and could not attend. All other members of the 
president's official family were present and Secretary 
Glass presided. 


Secretary Tumulty was present to convey the views 


of President Wilson on the situation. 


left the conference 
room 
Secretary- 


Wilson, the tears springing1 to

eyes announced that his efforts and 
the president's 
efforts 
had 
fallen 


down and that the conference had 
adjourned for good. 
He briefly ex- 


plained the status but refused to be 
drawn into charges of bad faith. 


"The operators agreed to accept the 


proposal of the president In Its en- 
tirety," Mr. Wilson said, "and to pro- 
ceed with negotiations and 
If 
they 


failed to come to a conclusion to sub- 
mit the matters still in dispute to 
arbitration, the mines to continue In 
operation pending adjustment. 


"The miners interpreted the presi- 


dent's letter as two proposals. 
They 


were willing to accept the first, that 
is, to proceed to negotiate. 
The op- 


orators said that having expressed a 
willingness to accept the president's 
proposal In its entirety, they held 
themselves ready to proceed to ne- 
gotiate and arbitrate whenever called 
upon by the secretary of labor or by 
the miners scale committee, and with 
that statement withdrew.

would not undertake to set a na- 
tional price for coal, because of the 
differences between mining: costs and 
freight rates, but that the question 
would be handled locally.

Cabin Creek Junction ended abruptly 
last nisht when the coal diggers heed- 
ed telegrams from officers of the Uni- 
ted Mine Workers of America to re- 
turn to work.

The European Corn Borer 


Written for Th« Review by. Sidney B. Smith, Haeon Count/ Firm 


Adrtoer. 


The European corn borer Is a, com- 


paratively new Insect in_.thlB country. 
Aa the name Indicates It" Is believed 
to have been Imported from Europe 
but 1* now present In several counties 
In Massachusetts where It has been 
very destructive, particularly to corn 
and vegetable!. 


The corn borer Is one of the most 


destructive pests it here it exists, It 
develops three broode In one season. 
Tbe worm lives In the stalks and at- 
tacks all parts of the plant. 


Mr. W. P. Flint, chief field ento- 


mologist of the state of Illinois, has 
stated that he found 146 worms In 8 
single hill of corn and that where a 
bad Infestation exists these worms 
or borers are capable of cleaning op 
100 per cent of the corn. 


IN MASSACHUSETTS. 


About 400 square miles of territory 


In Massachusetts Is Infested with the 
borer. Bvery kind of crop and plant 
Is Infested In this territory, as the 
corn borer eate almost any kind of 
vegetation. Corn, however, is its fa- 
vorite. 


The life history of the corn borer 


begins when the young worm hatches 
from the egg and enter! Into the 
stalk or atem of corn or other plant 
and lives there until It emerges as a 
moth which in turn lays the eggs. 


To destroy the Insect, therefore. It 


is necessary to clean up the plants 
and burn them In the winter time 
when the worms and moths are Inside 
th« stalk,

late as possible this year because of 
the seeming scarcity of the parasite 
which works on the'Hessian fly In 
the larva state.

the corn borer may have been Intro- 
duced Into the corn belt. If such Is 
the case It Is of highest Importance 
that this Infestation be found and 
made known before It has an oppor- 
tunity to spread. During corn husk- 
ing every farmer Is urged to be an 
the lookout for this Insect and If an 
ear of corn or stalk be found con- 
taming borers anyone finding them IB 
especially urged to bring samples to 
the Farm Bureau office. 


If the corn borer should be found 


in some small areas it might be pos- 
sible to stamp It out before it be- 
comes 
well 
established. 
Although 


there Is no immediate cause for alarm 
that there Is danger la evidenced by 
the fact that tbe importation of seed 
corn from Massachusetts Into Illinois 
has been forbidden by state authori- 
ties to lessen the likelihood of bring- 
ing in the corn borer.
